THK WOOL TARIFF 


It is telegraphed from Washington 


that the Ways and Mean* Committee 
devoted half a day to the hearing of 
gentlemen interested in the wool indns- 
trj. John T. Clark, a wool grower and 
flock-master of Pennsylvania, was the 
first ipeaker 
After grnng the history 


of th* growth of the wool industry in 
this section ol the country, he renewed 
the condition of th* industry under the 
various tariff acts 
Under the act of 


1867 the grower had fair living profits. 
Tbe Act of 1883 had injured th* indus- 
try, and in 1884 and 1885 sheep worth 
$2 or $3 each, were sold at any pnee— 
10, 25 or 50 cente, and many farmers 
bad abandoned wool-growing. Th* do- 
mestic grower could not grow wool in 
oompetition with the English grower on 
Australian lands 
If the industry wat 


broken down at home speculator! would 
control the market and consumers would 
hare to pay more for their clothes 
Growers did not ask foraprohibitionary 
tariff, bnt recognizing that the Act of 
1883 was a step backward they asked 
for the restoration of the rates of 1879. 
The speaker protested against tariff agi- 
tation by revision of the tariff as a dis- 
turbance of business and postponement 
of the repose needed for the recovery 
from great industrial depression. The 
passage of the bill would, he said, in- 
flict a blow upon manufacture* that 
would inevitably recoil upon the inter 
otts of domestic wool production, in the 
destruction ol its home market 


The wool-growers seem to have their 


interests well represented at Washing- 
ton, aud are doing eierything they can 
to bring a knowledge of the eituatioi 
to the minds of th* representatives.

The demand for the resignation of 


Eli A. Murray, Governor *f Utah, was 
made by the President for reasons which 
will be uplamed. It is claimed that 
when th* stonei w»re telegr»phe<Hrom 
Salt Lake City in December last about 
the threatened npnsing of the Mormons, 
th* President ordered a company of 
troops from 
Omaha to that point, 


though a large force was stationed at 
Camp Douglass m sight of the city, 
that these stories were subsequently as- 
certained to be without foundation, and 
been concocted f or the purpose of having 
an effect on Congress, that the Presi- 
dent, finding himself deceived in this 
instance, has followed th* proceedings 
of the Temtoral Degislatnr* and rtad 
the bills pas.ed by it and vetoed by 
Murray; and that when he leaned on 
Thursday 1 ist that Murray had refused 
to approve the Appropriation bill, he at 
one* laid the mattur befor* the Cabinet 
and decided to investigate th* whole 
business thoroughly 
The information 


leceived was sufficient to satisfy th* 
President that Murrrv's action was un- 
justifiable exercise of the veto power 
aud h* demanded the Governor's resig- 
nation It iii also stated that immediately 
upon th* adjournment of th* Legisla- 
ture Murray issued a proclamation de- 
claring certain parsons whom he had 
nomnated for Territorial officers, and 
who hav* not been confirmed by th* 
Upper House of the Legislature, to be 
legally appointed, and announcing his 
purpose to install them. It is further 
claimed that the Governor could assign 
no other reason for refusing his assent 
to the appropriation bills than the fail- 
ure of the Legislative coancil to confirm 
his nomination*.

A dispatch of great historic interest 


from General Burnsld* to General Hal- 
leok baa b»en found in preparing th* 
war records for publication. It is dated 
at Knoxville, TennMiM, September 30, 
1863, and proposes a march to Atlanta, 
and thence to'the tea, taking no trains, 
and cutting loose from the base of sup- 
plies and living on the country. This is 
three mon'hs and a half earlier than 
General Grant's letter to Halleok on 
January 15, 1861, suggesting & campaign 
from Chattanooga by Atlanta to Mobile, 
vhich plan, after the capture of Mobile 
and Atlanta, he modified on September 
10, 1863, to a march from Atlanta on 
Augusta. 
It is a year earlier than the 


time fixed in General Sherman's me- 
moirs as the time when he first con- 
ceived his march to th* sea 
Th* ma- 


terial part of General Burnside's dis- 
patch is as follows, th* omitted portions 
relating to other movements and to in- 
formation obtained about the enemy :

the Committe'e on Foreign Affairs. 8en< 
ator Miller was Chairman of tbat com- 
mittee. Geographically, the committee 
now is badly one-sided. Tber* is no 
man on it that lives west of the Ohio 
river. It IB composed o( Sherman of 
Ohio, Edmunds of Vermont, Fry* of 
Maine, Evarts of New York, Morgan of 
Alabama, Brown of Georgia, Saulsbury 
of Delaware and Payiie of Ohio. The 
Atlantic seaboard is strong on the com- 
mittee, the Sooth has two members 
while the West and Pacific coast have 
no representatives. In the face of these 
facts it is almost a certafnty that one of 
the Senators from the Pacific coast will 
be appointed on the committee. It is 
said tbat Dolpb will be the man.
